Memorial To Walter F. Coolidge 

Veteran of the war with Spain in 1898, edu¬ 
cator, Mason and Shriner, library president. Ro- 
tarian. pioneer Granite Cityan—Walter F. “Jake”

• handle it. This would seem to be such an instance, 
justifying prompt study and action by the state 
before there is further loss of life.

In our forecast last year. I 
stated that the workload and 
resulting level of employment 
would continue about the same 
as for 1962. This has proven to 
be essentially true. 

The announcement by the De¬ 
partment of the Army three 
weeks ago concerning the reorg¬ 
anization of tiie Army's supply 
and maintenance system will re¬ 
sult in an appreciable increase 
in mission and personnel at the 
Granite City Army Depot. 

Two New Missions 

The Depot has already been 
assigned two new missions. 

One is a Marine and Rail 
Transportation Main t'e nan c e 
mission, which includes responsi¬ 
bility for the maintenance of 
Army marine vessels and rail 
equipment throughout the Unit¬ 
ed States. The other is a mission 
to provide Army customers with 
supply assistance throughout the 
Fifth Army Area, comprised of 
13 states. ' 

Those two missions—coupled 
with the forthcoming increase- 
will raise the total annual civil¬ 
ian payroll from S7.3 million to 
approximately S8.9 million. In 
addition to this, a possible in¬ 
increase in military personnel 
may raise our annual military 


At no time was it a spectacu¬ 
lar climb, but we did have an 
improvement with no interrup¬ 
tion; and as a result, our em¬ 
ployment at Madison was uni¬ 
formly high during the whole 
year.

Aliens May Register 
In Local Post Offices 


Aliens who will be in the 
Quad-City area or anywhere in 
the United States will be < re¬ 
quired to register their addresses 
during January with the attor¬ 
ney general. 

Registration forms will be 
available at any post office or 
immigration service office. The 
law applies to all aliens who are 
in the United States on Jan. 1 of 
each year. 

The only exceptions are ac¬ 
credited to certain international 
organizations and those admitted 
temporarily as agricultural 
workers. The law provides stiff 
penalties for violations, accord¬
